4 They do not know if the patronage 
will w arrant the pool’s operation 
from ten o’clock in the morning un­ 
til ten o’clock at night, or if the 
receipts will only warrant one eight 
hour shift, from two o’clock in the 
afternoon to ten at night. 
The advance sale of season tick­ 
ets at a special rate has not been 
as large as was expected and if 
the park board accepts the present 
ticket sale as a criterion of the in­ 
terest that will be shown when hot 
weather arives, that pool will only 
be open a minimum 
number of 
hours each day, thereby requiring 
only one shift of employees. 
Full time operation from morn­ 
ing to night will require a double 
shift and nearly double the sal­ 
ary list, which with the overhead 
expense, including insurance, etc., 
reaches nearly $100 a day. 
As this paper goes to press, the 
park board is considering the sit­ 
uation. 
In the meantime, if the

money every warm day, desire to 
insure full time operation they 
should purchase the season tickets 
at once. They can be secured of

Seating Co. Tickets will also be 
on sale by the cashier at the pool. 
Single swimming charges, pay­ 
able every time swimmer enters the 
swimming section are: Children, 
IO cents. Junior, 20 cents, adults, 
25 cents.

Before July I — Child (6-13 
years), $1.50; Youth (13-19 years), 
$2.50; Adult (over 19), $3.50; Man 
and Wife (sold together), $5.00.
